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Surveys and Salaries

OME maintain that there is a science 
of statistics; others that statistics offer a 
means of communicating facts superior to 
ordinary language, becoming virtually a 
super-language. Be that as it may, the 
statistics of salaries paid in the library 
profession, January 1, 1934, reveal with 
sientific accuracy disturbing facts which 
ordinary language cannot render encourag- 
ing. Mr. Compton’s advice on the “In- 
terpretation and Use of Salary Statistics” 
ayear ago (A. L. A. Bulletin, June, 1933, 
pages 241-43), remains timely. 

Detailed salary (and other) statistics 
for eight groups of libraries follow, with 
interpretative comments by the compiler 
foreach group. The downward trend of 
salaries as compared with those of 1929 
is very evident from a study of the sta- 
tistics. We have used 1929, the first year 
of depression, for comparative purposes, 
yet many librarians tell us that salaries 
did not actually reach the peak in 1929, 
but later. Therefore, the actual reduc- 
tions from peak salaries are in many 
instances far greater than the tables would 
indicate. This fact is the more disturbing 
in the light of the statement made three 
years ago by a leading authority, Professor 
J. R. McGaughy of Columbia Univer- 
sity, who told us we were even then about 
“the worst paid profession.” (See A. L. A. 
Bulletin, August, 1931, pages 400-03.) 

This may not be the psychological mo- 
ment to urge salary increases, but it is 


certainly appropriate to note that several 
city-wide salary surveys made at the height 
of the depression have frankly recom- 
mended salary increases for the rank and 
file in libraries while finding salary reduc- 
tions justified elsewhere. In one western 
city of nearly 300,000 population where 
this was true late in 1931, the civil service 
secretary recently (1934) has written: 
“There is no question in our minds that 
your professionally trained librarians are 
very much under salaried when placed in 
comparison with the classifications and re- 
sponsibilities involved in other positions 
in the city service, and I am sure that the 
Civil Service Board is unanimous in the 
acknowledgment of this fact.” And this 
was said of a city where other municipal 
departments had already had salary cuts 
and the library none. In other words, 
other groups of employees have not yet 
experienced the low level of salaries libra- 
rians enjoy in normal times!

in assessed valuations, reductions in both 
general tax rates and library tax rates, 
and to the high percentage of delinquency 


in the payment of taxes.* In endowed 
institutions the library has usually had to

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share in the reductions of the institution’s 
income as a whole. 

In regard to the tables following, note 
carefully the introduction to each. We 
all appreciate the value and usefulness— 
properly understood—of comparative sta- 
tistics. It is therefore extremely regret- 
table that so many institutions communi- 
cated with fail to respond, and that 
so many apparently find it necessary to 
request that their statistics be kept con- 
fidential and be not published. If sta- 
tistics are withheld because they are so 
low the institution is ashamed of them, it 
might help considerably to have them made 
known. If they are so high comparatively, 
it would be a generous act and helpful to 
others to make them available. Statistics 
of unjustifiably high library salaries and 
support are as yet unknown. If fear of 
misuse or misinterpretation prompts with- 
holding statistics, let it be said all run 
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the same risk but take it for the benef 
of each other. Whatever this risk, it js 
steadily minimized by the increasing upi. 
formity in terminology, classifications, 
and statistical usage.

mittees) in regard to making them more 
serviceable. The amount of labor and 
detailed correspondence involved in their 
compilation in their present form is al- 
most unbelievable. Great credit should 
go to the A. L. A. Personnel Division 
staff and to the individual members of 
the Salaries and Employment Committee 
who prepared and analyzed the eight 
separate tables. “Their work has had to 
be accomplished in two months less time 
than is usually available for these time- 
consuming tasks. 
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SCHOOL AND COLLEGE LIBRARY SALARY 
STATISTICS SUMMARIZED 
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SALARIES IN PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


Serving More than 200,000 Population 
Salaries in Effect ‘fanuary, 1934 


The following report on statistics of em- 
ployment and salaries in cities of over 200,- 
000 population in the United States and 
Canada is presented. The World Almanac 
for 1934 lists 45 such cities according to 
the latest census reports. Thirty-six Ameri- 
can (and one Canadian) libraries reported 
statistics for publication in this group. This 
is one less than last year. Los Angeles 
County and Omaha are included this year 
but were not in 1933; Denver, New Orleans, 
and Pittsburgh were in the 1933 publication 
but did not furnish figures for the 1934 
tabulation. 

An analysis of the reports of salaries in 
effect January 1, 1934, would seem to prove 
that there is no uniform basis of comparison 
for every item and that the best that can be 
done is to form as broad conclusions and 
estimates as possible. When the tabulated 
statistics of 37 libraries require more than 
fifty explanatory footnotes, it is shown rather 
conclusively that many adjustments have 
been necessary and that libraries have been 
struggling against terrific difficulties in 
order to survive at all. Reductions in ap- 
propriations, with resulting salary cuts, 
shortened hours, decreased personnel, et 
cetera, have undoubtedly caused an instabil- 
ity which in normal times would not occur. 
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In general, there is still a discouraging 
tendency toward reductions in budgets, re. 
sulting in reduced salaries. Twenty-eight 
libraries reported reduced incomes, usually 
followed by decreased salaries. We are led 
to believe that Mr. R. L. Duffus chose only 
too well the title for his book, Our starving 
libraries. 

A few libraries maintained their 1932 
salary levels and 2, Atlanta and Cincinnati, 
made partial restoration to the minimum 
pay before the reduction. Philadelphia re- 
stored salaries to their basic rates in January, 
1934, and Milwaukee gave automatic in- 
creases. Dates of general increases range 
from the year 1931 back as far as prior to 
1920. 

In addition to the personnel indicated 
in the tables, 6 cities—Chicago, Cleveland, 
Indianapolis, Jersey City, Providence, and 
Queens—have school librarians who are 
members of the public library staff. The 
salaries for the librarians range from a 
minimum of $725 to a maximum of $2,673; 
for professional assistants, $908 to $1,620; 
for subprofessional assistants, $725 to $1,395, 
and for clerical assistants, $780 to $1,350.

In order to secure a picture of all sections 
of the United States in this phase of the de- 
pression, various geographic sections are 
represented as follows: the east by 11 
libraries, the south and southwest by 9g li- 
braries, the middle west by 13 libraries, the 
Pacific coast by 5 libraries, and Canada by 
one library, a total of 39 libraries. Among 
these, only 2 show any increase in income— 
Youngstown and South Bend. Reductions 
of income range from $3,000 to $60,000, the 
middle west perhaps most severely affected. 

In addition to the personnel indicated in 
the tables, 5 cities—Chattanooga, Evans- 
ville, Flint, Racine, and Wichita—have 


school librarians who are members of the 
public library staff. The salaries for the 
librarians range from a minimum of $600 to 
a maximum of $1,700, for professional as- 
sistants, $1,000, for subprofessional as- 
sistants, $756 to $1,140, and for clerical 
assistants, $744 to $748. 

The committee suggests using this tabu- 
lation in conjunction with the two preceding 
tabulations, which appeared in the American 
Library Association Bulletin for June, 
1933, and June, 1932.

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SALARIES IN PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


Serving from 5,000 to 20,000 Population 
Salaries in Effect fanuary, 1934 


Questionnaires in this group were sent to 
63 cities in 30 states. Reports were re- 
ceived from 43, 18 of which were confidential, 
leaving only 25 libraries in the final com- 
pilation. These represent 18 states, which 
are fairly well distributed in different sec- 
tions of the country. Population ranges from 
6,073 to 20,011, with the median about 
12,000. Six libraries serve townships or ad- 
joining territory, and 2 give county service. 

Only 10 of these 25 libraries were in- 
cluded in the table for 1932. A comparison 
of statistics for these 10 shows a decrease 
in total expenditures of 124 per cent, in 
expenditures for salaries, 8 per cent, and in 
salaries of librarians, 5 per cent. Salaries 
of 5 librarians were decreased and one in- 
creased. 

The total operating expenditures ranged 
from $4,272 to $40,031. The lowest per 
capita expenditure is 39 cents, the highest 
$2.54, 12 libraries spending over $1 per 
capita. The total expenditure for all li- 


braries is $329,785, the total expenditure 
for salaries of library staff, excluding janj- 
tors, is §1 per cent of the total. Librarians’ 
salaries range from $1,200 to $2,700 with 
an average of $1,807 or $108 more than a 
year ago. 

Reduction in income is reported by all but 
6 libraries, due chiefly to uncollected taxes, 
lowering of assessed valuations, and cuts in 
appropriations, but only 4 libraries report 
no reduction in salaries, 3 report an increase, 
while reductions in the remainder ranged 
from 5 to 60 per cent. Of these, 10 gave a 
flat cut, 8 a graduated cut, 3 reduced va- 
cations, and 2 enforced leaves of absence. 

Hours required per week are 40 in 7 li- 
braries and 42 in 12 libraries; 4 require less 
and 2 more. Vacations run from 6 to 31 
days, 14 libraries allowing 24 working days 
or more.

Questionnaires were sent to 70 teachers 
colleges and normal schools. Of the 48 libra- 
rians submitting adequate reports, 8 re- 
quested that their statistics be considered 
confidential. The tabulation includes 40 
schools, 34 having a four-year curriculum, 
4 having a three-year curriculum, and 2 
having a two-year curriculum. 

Enrollment statistics reported this year 
are consistently lower than those submitted 
by the same schools last year, decreases of 
20 to 30 per cent being fairly common, and 
even higher percentages applying in several 
cases. 

The term “increases” could very well be 
dispensed with altogether in this year’s 
tabulation, as only in 4 instances are in- 
creases reported. On the contrary, reduc- 
tions are in evidence throughout the entire 
table. Due to shortage of funds for wages, 
the total number of hours of student service 
shows a consistent shrinkage this year. In 


most instances, staff salaries were reduced 
during the last fiscal year. Flat cuts ranged 
from 34 to 50 per cent, the average being 
about 15 per cent. Graduated cuts showed 
considerable variation in range and appli- 
cation. A significant fact is that salary cuts 
have a much more universal application and 
a far higher rate than those appearing in 
last year’s report. Figures representing this 
year’s total library expenditures run sub- 
stantially lower, in most cases, than those 
reported for the same libraries last year. 

Sabbatical leave is granted to library staff 
members in only 9 of the 24 institutions 
answering this question, and at present 2 of 
these report temporary discontinuance of the 
practice. The period of service constituting 
eligibility varies, as do the length of leave 
and the regulations in regard to salary for 
such leaves.

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DEFINITIONS USED IN COMPILING 
FIGURES 


SALARY 


1. “Department heads” are those ad- 
ministratively responsible to the librarian, or 
assistant librarian, and in charge of a major 
division of the library organization. Branch 
librarians are not considered department 
heads. Salaries of any assistant chief li- 
brarian serving as department head are not 
included here. 

2. A “division” is a subdivision of a de- 
partment. A division head is under im- 
mediate direction of the department head 
rather than under the librarian. 

3. “Branch librarians” are those in charge 
of an auxiliary library, with a permanent 
foundation collection of books, administered 
as an integral part of the library system, 
with at least one full-time librarian. 

4. “Children’s librarians” include only 
those in charge of children’s rooms or of 
children’s work in extension departments 
who have had special training or sufficient 
library experience to qualify them for this 
classification, and do not include subpro- 
fessional and other assistants in children’s 
rooms. The heads of children’s departments 
are not included here, but under “Depart- 
ment heads.” 

5. “Catalogers” include only those actu- 
ally doing expert cataloging, and not typists 
or others doing clerical or routine work in 
the catalog department. The heads of cata- 
log departments are not included here, but 
under “Department heads.” 

6. “Professional assistants” include those 
members of the staff performing work of a 
professional nature who have: 

a. A bachelor’s degree, with one year of 
professional education; or 

b. A bachelor’s degree which includes one 
year of professional education in the four 
years which lead to the bachelor’s degree; or 

c. An informal education considered by 
the librarian as the real equivalent of four 
years of college work plus five years’ ex- 
perience in a library of recognized profes- 
sional standing. This provision is to take 
care of those already in the profession who 
are performing duties which require a 
knowledge of books and library technique 
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as taught in a library school or gained from 
equivalent library experience. Later addi- 
tions to the professional group should meet 
requirements (a) or (b). 

7. “Clerical assistants” include stenog- 
raphers, typists, office assistants, and other 
clerical workers. 

8. “Others” include shelvers, pages, and 
assistants performing manual tasks. All 
student assistants, museum and bindery 
forces, janitors, engineers, and building force 
are not included here. 

g. “School librarians” devoting their full 
time to libraries in elementary, junior or 
senior high schools are included. Those who 
serve both schools and public in branch li- 
braries located in school buildings, libra- 
rians who give part-time service to school 
libraries conducted as sub-branches, sta- 
tions, or deposits of the public library, or 
members of the public library staff who work 
with schools but do not serve students di- 
rectly in school libraries are omitted. If 
school librarians and their assistants serve 
the public also, they are entered as branch li- 
brarians, professional assistants, subpro- 
fessional assistants, or clerical assistants, 
repectively. 

10. “Vacations” are estimated in number 
of working days omitting Sundays, Satur- 
days, if free, and special holidays; i.e., one 
month is estimated as 26 working days and 
two weeks as 12 working days. 

11. Special compensation is not construed 
to mean equal pay or equal time allowed off 
for this work, but additional compensation 
allowed for it. 

12. A school or college library, in a uni- 
versity system, is a collection of books re- 
lated to the work of the particular college, 
and administered either separately or as a 
part of the university library. Group li- 
braries, such as those of biological sciences 
or social sciences, are included here. 

13. A departmental or seminar library is 
a collection, housed either within or without 
the central building, attached to a depart- 
ment of instruction which forms a part of 
a college administration. 








Libraries and the Book-of-the-Month 
Club

lie public library at Flint, Mich- 


igan has been a subscriber to the Book-of- 


the-Month Club for several years. An 
analysis of this experience has brought out 
a number of points which may be of in- 
terest to other libraries. 

1. A comparison of the prices given by 
the Book-of-the-Month Club with the list 
prices of the publishers’ editions from 
1931 to 1933 shows that the latter were 
slightly higher: 

1931 Publishers’ list prices $37.50 
Book-of-the-Month Club price $33.50 
1932 Publishers’ list prices $38.50 
Book-of-the-Month Club price $32.50 
1933 Publishers’ list prices $35.50 
Book-of-the-Month Club price $32.50 

2. The Flint library elected to take the 
20 per cent discount allowed to libraries. 
Under this arrangement all of the Book- 
of-the-Month Club selections were re- 
ceived during 1931 at a cost of $26.80 plus 
$1.72 for postage, or a total of $28.52. 
If these books had been bought at the pub- 
lishers’ list prices from a bookstore, with 
the standard discount of 25 per cent, the 
library would have had to pay $28.13, or 
thirty-nine cents less than was paid to the 
Book-of-the- Month Club and for postage. 

It is true that by paying $24 in advance 
the library was given two premium books 
gratis. However, this advantage is can- 
celed to a certain degree because the Book- 


of-the-Month Club received the cash be- 


fore the merchandise was delivered, while 
the bookseller would ordinarily have to 


wait a month or two after the books were 


delivered for his payment. 


In 1932 the library received all the | 


selections of the Book-of-the-Month Club 
at a cost of $26 plus postage, $1.80, or a 
total of $27.80. If the books had been 
bought from the local bookstore at 25 per 
cent discount from the publishers’ list 
prices, which amounted to $38.50, they 
would have cost $28.88. Buying through 
the Book-of-the-Month Club the saving 
was $1.08. 

3. If, instead of electing the 20 per cent 
discount, the library had paid the full 
Book-of-the-Month list prices in 1931, 
it would have been eligible to receive the 
three dividends. The 1931 dividends with 
their publishers’ list prices were: 

Bennett, Imperial Palace, $2.50; 
Merezhkovskii, Romance of Leonardo da 
Vinci, $5; Tolstoi, War and peace. Un- 
fortunately, the publisher’s list price of this 
edition of War and peace was not found, 
but if it were allowed at $2.50, the total 
dividend value was $10. Adding this 
dividend to the publishers’ list prices the 
total is $47.50. If these books had been 


bought from a bookstore at 25 per cent 
discount, they would have cost $35-63. 
If the Flint Public Library had chosen 
to take the dividend, the books would have 
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local bookstore. 

In 1932 the publishers’ list prices for 
the twelve monthly selections totaled 
$38.50 to which should be added $16 in 
jividends for the four books selected, 
which at the publishers’ prices were as 
follows: Davenport, Mozart, $3.50; 
Shaw-Terry letters, $5; O’Brien, Short 
stories, $3-50; and O'Neill, Nine plays, $4. 

The books received would have been 
$54.50 at publishers’ list prices. If they 
had been bought from a bookstore at 25 
per cent discount, they would have cost 
the library $40.88. Actually they would 
cost $32.50 for the twelve selections, plus 
$1.80 for postage, or $34.30. By this 
method the library would save $6.57 
through the club subscription. 

In 1933 the library got its books at 
the full Book-of-the-Month Club price, 
$32.50. In addition it received dividends 
totaling $10 at list price. Comparing this 
with the publishers’ prices, $35.50, and 
adding the $10 in gifts, shows that the total 
cost of the books received from the club, 
at publishers’ list prices, was $45.50. De- 
ducting 25 per cent discount, the books 
through ordinary book channels would 
have cost $34.13, or $1.63 more than 
through the book club subscription. Even 
this slight advantage disappears, however, 
when the postage item on the books from 
the club is included. 

4. Averaging the three years, the pub- 
lishers’ list price for the books bought was 
$37.17 and the Book-of-the-Month Club 
list price was $32.83. To the latter must 
be added $1.75 for postage, so that a li- 
brary would pay out each year $34.58. 
This amount would buy books worth ap- 
proximately $46.10 at publishers’ list 
prices less 25 per cent. In other words, 
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for libraries to break even, the Book-of- 
the-Month Club must give each year as 
dividends books which total at least $9.50, 
at list price, and also have its list price at 
least $4 below the publishers’ list price for 
the twelve selections a year. Any pre- 
miums above $9.50 would be a gain to 
the library. The club, when charging full 
price for publications to libraries, based on 
three-year averages, must through divi- 
dends or other ways make up a differential 
of $13.50 in list value of books. 

5. From its experience the Flint Public 
Library feels that there is a slight ad- 
vantage in subscribing to the Book-of-the- 
Month Club at the full list price, and re- 
ceiving all the dividends, over receiving 
20 per cent discount and no dividends. 

6. There is another choice open to li- 
braries subscribing to the club. They may 
exercise their privilege to take only seven 
selections issued during the year and still 
receive the dividends. By watching pub- 
lishers’ list prices and comparing them 
with those of the club advantageous selec- 
tions can be made.

Los have been secured to collect 
material for a union list of newspaper files 
in the United States and Canada, through 
the generosity of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion. The primary purpose of the list is 
the location of files. Brief bibliographical 
notes, like those in the Union List of 
Serials, will be given whenever possible, 
however. 

The work is being edited at the Library 
of Congress under the auspices of the 
Bibliographical Society of America. A 
committee consisting of James Thayer 
Gerould, chairman, Harry Miller Lyden- 
berg, and Henry S. Parsons, will super- 
vise the project. 

This list will supplement that of Clar- 
ence Saunders Brigham, of the American 
Antiquarian Society Library, taking up 
the record of existing files where Mr. 
Brigham’s ends. It will be arranged 
alphabetically by state and province, under 
these by city, and under each city by 
paper. 

It is hoped that in examining their col- 
lections librarians will offer to their state 
library, historical society, or other library 
most concerned, such files as are not being 
used. Reasons of economy in library ad- 
ministration would suggest that strong 
central collections will serve historians bet- 
ter than fragmentary, scattered files. 

The organization of the vast amount of 
material is made possible by the cordial 
and unselfish codperation of leading li- 


brarians and historians in the several states

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Supplement to A. L. A. Hand- 
book 


Tue supplement to the 1932 Hand- 
book, which was mailed the last week in 
February, was issued in place of a complete 
1933 Handbook. Thesupplement contains 
the customary lists, such as new officers, 
committees, and state agencies. The mem- 
bership list contains the names of all new 
members and changes of position which 
involve changes of address. The names of 
those members who are listed in the 1932 
Handbook and who have not changed their 
address are not repeated in the supplement. 

The action of the Executive Board in 
approving the experimental issue of the 
supplement was reported in the Bulletin, 
November, 1933, page 528. A part of 
the funds thus made available was used 
to enlarge the Proceedings of the Chicago 
conference. 


Executive Board Action 


"Tu Executive Board met in Chicago, 
January 11 to 13, when the following dis- 
cussion and action took place. 


ANTICIPATED 1934 INCOME 


A possible surplus of approximately 
$11,000, for use during the first eight 
months of 1934, was revealed in a state- 
ment of the financial condition of the 
Association which R. E. Dooley, comp- 
troller, presented to the board. 

The deficit, which was about $24,000 at 
the beginning of 1933, in the regular ac- 
tivities of the Association, was reduced 


during the year to $18,000. Income for 


the first eight months of 1934 is estimated 
at about $158,000, while disbursements, 
on the 1933 basis, will probably be less 
than $130,000. This estimate of expendi- 
tures and income was built up on the as- 
sumption that 1934 will not be greatly 
unlike 1933, except that endowment in- 
come should be larger this year. 


A. L. A. Activities Discussep 


This summary of the Association’s 
budget served as a basis for a thorough- 
going discussion of A. L. A. activities, 
The scope of work at present under way by 
the headquarters staff was reviewed by the 
board. In the course of the discussion 
a question of policy was raised, whether 
the Association should follow out its cus- 
tomary activities each year, or whether 
it should lay itself open to new demands 
and needs arising from time to time. The 
board expressed itself as in favor of a 
program flexible enough to make needed 
and advantageous changes in pattern pos- 
sible. There followed conferences with 
members of the A. L. A. staff who brought 
to the board various proposals of com- 
mittees, boards, and departments for 
strengthening and developing work under 
their direction. 


NATIONAL LiBRARY PLANNING 

The discussion of the possibilities of a 
national program of library service ad- 
equate to changing social, economic, and 
political conditions, and the action of the 
board, were reported in an article, “Na- 
tional Planning for Libraries,” by Carl 
H. Milam, in the February Bulletin, 
pages 60-62.

AssisTANT IN ADULT EpuCATION 


Two needs in adult education were con- 
sidered by the board. The first was a 
study of the library implications of some 
of the many interesting and relatively 
well known adult education experiments 
which are under way, such as the dis- 
cussion groups under the public school 
quthorities at Des Moines, Iowa. 

The second was the problem of meeting 
the immediate situation, largely growing 
out of the emergency adult education work 
of the federal government. Educational 
programs for the Civilian Conservation 
Corps Camps and the Centers for Tran- 
sients were reported to the board as two 
extraneous federal emergency projects for 
which A. L. A. codperation is sought. 

Members of the board expressed them- 
slves as in favor of closer codperation 
with other national organizations; collect- 
ing and making available information on 
what libraries are doing in the field of 
adult education; library and A. L. A. 
codperation with the emergency adult edu- 
cation activities of the federal govern- 
ment; and a study of the more interesting 
experiments in adult education. 

To further this work, the board voted 
to provide an assistant in adult education, 
to be attached to the Public Library Di- 
vision. Since the meeting of the board, 
John M. Chancellor, formerly supervising 
librarian of the United States Bureau of 
Prisons, has been secured for this position. 
Before going to the Bureau of Prisons, 
Mr. Chancellor was readers’ adviser at 
the New Haven Public Library. 

The board regretted that the A. L. A. 
was unable at present to undertake the 
study of library implications of adult edu- 
tation experiments now under way, and 
expressed the hope that such a study 
could be made in the near future. 
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To Promote Lisprary ExTENSION 


It was the opinion of the board that 
additional funds for travel and printing 
should be allocated for the use of the 
Library Extension Board. 


SOUTHERN FieELp Work INpoRSED 


Continued support of regional field 
work in the south after 1934 was discussed 
by the board. The discussion was intro- 
duced by a letter from the Policy Com- 
mittee of the Southeastern Library As- 
sociation, transmitting resolutions of that 
association which indorsed the activities 
of the field agent and set forth reasons 
why it is desirable to continue her work. 

It was pointed out by the Policy Com- 
mittee that “in this time of great social 
change the need of a central planning 
agency for the southern library program is 
greater than ever before. Shorter work- 
ing hours and increased demands for adult 
education will undoubtedly bring a general 
library development beyond anything here- 
tofore contemplated. Long range planning 
is essential and competent advice in 
stimulating plans is equally necessary. 
Library surveys and state library programs 
now being initiated in several of the 
southern states owe their inspiration and 
guidance to the work of the regional field 
agent.” 

The important contacts made through 
the Chapel Hill and Clemson College con- 
ferences and by Miss Barker personally 
were discussed. Because of the Rosenwald 
Fund program, the undertakings of the 
TVA, and other developments in the south, 
the board voted that the officers of the 
Association present to the Carnegie Cor- 
poration a request for renewal of the grant 
for regional field work in the south for 
1935.

OTHER WorkK APPROVED 


Following discussion of many other ac- 
tivities, the board recorded its opinion 
concerning budget allotments for the 
guidance of the Budget Committee. 


SALARY CuT REDUCED 


The 14 per cent salary cut now in ef- 
fect for members of the A. L. A. staff 
was discussed, and the board voted that a 
4 per cent restoration of salary be made 
to members of the headquarters staff 
whose basic monthly salary is $150 or less. 
It was also voted that $2,500 be placed 
in the contingent fund with the under- 
standing that, if at the end of the fiscal 
year no more vital need had developed, it 
should be used, with the approval of the 
President and treasurer, to restore 4 
per cent of the salaries of the remaining 
members of the staff. 


PUBLICATION OF CopE HEARINGS 


The desirability of publication by the 
United States government of hearings on 
the NRA codes and the AAA, held in 
Washington in connection with efforts 
toward national recovery, was presented 
by the Committee on Public Documents. 
The committee feels that the hearings are 
indispensable for scholarly research as well 
as to satisfy current popular interest, and 
that they should be available to libraries. 

The board asked the President and sec- 
retary to convey to the United States 
government its appreciation of the impor- 
tance of the hearings and to express the 
earnest hope that hearings may be printed 
in full and distributed to libraries and 
other research and educational institutions. 


PERSONNEL StTuDY COMMENDED 


Various problems of library personnel 
of especial concern to the Board of Edu- 


cation for Librarianship, the Tecruiting 
committee, library schools, and the pro- 
fession generally have been under inves 
tigation by the Advisory Board for the 
Study of Special Projects. A proposed 
study of this general topic, outlined by 
the advisory board, was submitted to the 
Executive Board. 

The number of unemployed librarians, 
the curtailment of enrollment by library 
schools, the qualifications which prospec- 
tive library school students should possess, 
the character of positions to be filled, the 
attitudes of colleges, universities, and em- 
ploying librarians toward library training, 
and the kind of services and abilities de- 
manded by the public are some of the 
matters which the advisory board empha- 
sized in its outline. 

The Executive Board commended this 
project and authorized the secretary to try 


to secure a special grant to finance the 
study. 


TrustTEES GIVEN PowER 


A resolution authorizing the trustees 
of endowment to invest the funds in their 
care, giving in detail the power and 
authority of the trustees, was approved 
by the board, subject to the approval of 
the secretary after consultation with the 
attorneys. 


PAMPHLET ON PusBLic LIBRARY 


The public library in the United States, 
by John S. Cleavinger, is the title of a 
pamphlet to be published later in the year 
by the A. L. A. The pamphlet is to re 
place the old Manual of Library Economy 
No. VI by Isabel Ely Lord, The free 
public library, which is out of print. 


A. L. A. PusiicaTions OFFERED 


The board approved the recommenda- 
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tion to offer to libraries, library schools, 
cilleges, and universities which join the 
Association as sustaining members ll 
A. L. A. publications, including the 
Bulletin, Booklist, and Subscription Books 
Bulletin, issued during the tenure of such 
membership. 


FEDERAL AID 


The question of whether libraries 
should come under federal aid to educa- 
tion if Congress approved the request for 
$150,000,000 for schools was referred to 
the President and secretary for disposition. 


Book ON LEISURE AND LIBRARIES 


The proposal that a book on “Leisure 
and Libraries,” similar to Leisure chal- 
lenges the schools, be prepared and pub- 
lished was indorsed by the board. 


RESOLUTION OF THANKS 


The board voted to ask the President 
to extend personally, at a meeting of the 
Carnegie Corporation, the Association’s 
appreciation for the long-time interest of 
the corporation in libraries which has 
culminated in the completion of the second 
million dollar endowment to the A. L. A. 
This President Countryman will do at a 
meeting of the Board of Trustees of the 
corporation in April. 


BupGeT SUMMARY 


Following the Executive Board meet- 
ing, the Budget Committee allocated the 
anticipated $11,000 surplus available for 
the year ending August 31, 1934, as fol- 
lows : 

Contingent for national library plan- 
ning, $1,800; adult education, $2,500; 
statistics, $1,400; library extension, ad- 
ditional travel and printing, $1,000; gen- 
eral contingent, $2,500; miscellaneous 
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items, $2,000, distributed among the fol- 
lowing: membership promotion, national 
library publicity, support of the work of 
the Public Documents Committee, and 
additional work of the Board of Educa- 
tion for Librarianship. 

The budget in full, together with 
financial reports for 1933, will be 
printed in the June Bulletin.

Discontinuance of Index 
Explained 
To the Editor: 


Many librarians have expressed concern 
over the discontinuance of the United States 
Document Index. In reply to my inquiry 
concerning the situation directed to Mr. 
Alton P. Tisdel, superintendent of docu- 
ments, he made the following statement 
which will be of interest to those of your 
readers who are concerned with the handling 
of federal documents: 

“The Document Index, formerly issued for 
tach session of Congress, which listed only 
the Congressional documents and reports, 
was ordered discontinued by the Joint Com- 
mittee on Printing beginning with index 
number forty-three, covering the second ses- 
sion of the Seventy-second Congress. 

“This index duplicated the work done in 


connection with the Document Catalog, 
which is a comprehensive index of all United 
States government publications. The num- 
bered Congressional documents and reports 
are also included in the annual Index to the 
Monthly Catalog and may be located in the 
Index to the Congressional Record. 

“The schedule of volumes that appeared 
in the Document Index will be continued 
and also the numerical list of Congressional 
documents and reports, which will be made 
available soon after the close of each session 
of Congress.”
